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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments regarding the 1 03 
rejections are duplicatives of what have been previously addressed. Applicant argues that Guerinot et al teach a metal transporter 
polypeptide rather than metal binding protein glycine rich polypeptide. This is not found persuasive for the following reasons: firstly, claims 
52-54 and 56 do not require a metal binding property. Secondly, Guerinot was relied upon because it teaches transformation of plants for 
heavy metal tolerance and also suggests the use of said plants in phytoremediation of metal contaminated sites. The use genes encoding 
glycine rich polypeptides for the production of metal tolerant plants is neither novel nor that it is unobvious as evidenced by Terry et al also 
cited in the rejection. Terry et al teach the use of a gene encoding a metal-binding glycine rich polypeptide for the production of metal 
tolerant plants and use of said plants for phytoremediation. In addition, since the DNA sequence encoding the glycine rich polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 1 comprising SEQ ID NO: 3 and 4 is available in the prior art, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to use 
said DNA sequence for the production of transgenic plants with a reasonable expectation of success. Applicant has not provided 
convincing evidence that shows the DNA sequence encoding SEQ ID NO: 1 of the prior art cannot be used for plant transformation. 
Applicant's working examples show no unexpected results. 
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
